WINTER TIPS Repot your plants only when root-bound. 
e u Too large a pot can cause root rot 
When our days become shorter and less due to excess soil that cannot dry out 
sunlight is available, leaves may drop. fast enough. 
Plants do not grow as much during the 
winter months and do not use as much 
water or fertilizer. Please adjust your 
watering schedule accordingly. 
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When repotting, choose a pot with good 
drainage that is only one size larger than 
the plant’s previous pot.

Know the light needs of your plants. 
Insufficient light can lead to dropping 
leaves and leggy growth. 
Excess light can cause leaves to burn. 


Low Light - Minimal indirect light bea 


for short periods daily or room interiors. 


Medium Light - Bright indirect light. 
Diffused light from a nearby window. 


High Light - Sunny direct light as 


for at least three hours per day. 





WATER 


Generally, the best way to water is to pour 


water onto the surface of the soil until 


water runs out the pot’s drainage holes. 
Drain excess water away within 10 mins. 


Do not use machine softened water.
